Research shows that students can be taught reading comprehension strategies and students who
learn these strategies exhibit increased motivation and reading achievement. The Reader's
Handbook provides students with the strategies they need to achieve reading success. The Reader's
Handbook teaches reading as a dynamic process. Students learn to set a purpose, preview a text,
and plan before reading. During reading, students learn to read with a purpose and connect with
the text. After reading, students learn to reflect, reread, and remember which helps them identify
areas that they did not understand. The Readers Handbook teaches students reading strategies and
how to choose an approach based on the demands of the text and how to continually monitor their
comprehension. The Reader's Handbook also includes strategies for students to increase their
vocabulary as well as procedures on what to do when they encounter unfamiliar words while
reading.

Each lesson in the Teacher's Guide ends with a page showing how to evaluate students'
understanding of the lesson. Use the Quick Assess Checklist to determine whether students should
apply the strategies either a) independently or b) in guided practice in the Student Applications
Books.

The Lesson Plan Books contain daily lessons for a 36-week school year. Each lesson ends with
questions to use to assess students' understanding of the lesson.

Organization Reader's Handbook lessons are organized to follow the before, during, and after reading process
and provide systematic and explicit instruction in a variety of reading strategies so students learn
to apply the process to a variety of texts and genres, from school textbooks and web sites to poetry
and novels. Before reading, students are to set a purpose, preview, and plan. During reading,
students read with a purpose and connect with the text. After reading, students pause and reflect,
reread, and remember, an integral step to comprehension and strategic reading, as students must
consider whether they met their purpose for reading. Students also identify parts of the text that
were confusing and need to be reread.
